A drop of five cents in the Santa 
Ana city tax rate was predicted 
by councilmen today. They plan to 
introduce for first reading tonight 
an ordinance setting the rate at 
$1.50 per $100 assessed valuation, 
as compared with $1.55 last year 

A slight increase in the esti¬ 
mated asscsseil valuation of prop¬ 
erty, and balances carried over 
from last year account for the 
drop, city officials said. The rate 
drop was possible despite an in¬ 
crease of $12,000 in salaries of city 
employes. 

Taxes are expected to raise 
$040,750 against the city budget 
of $557,825. The remaining $257,- 
250 consists of other sources of 
revenue and balances carried over 

Included in the tax rate is a 10- 
ront levy against all property to 
meet obligations on 1015 act street 
bonds which are delinquent. As the 
property is redeemed the levy will 
be returned to the city.

MADRID.—One of the bloodiest 
battles of Spain’s month-old civil 
war was fought late today in the 
ancient western province of Estre- 
madura, with 20,000 government 
troops and militiamen trying to 
break a rebel blockade along the 
Portuguese frontier. 

The government reported fierce 
fighting with bayonets, with no 
quarter shown on either side. 

Reports that rebels, in taking 
Badjoz, had executed 1500 govern¬ 
ment adherents spurred the gov¬ 
ernment forces into a merciless 
drive to "completely exterminate” 
the rebels in the west, authorities 
said. 

Executioners Busy 

Reports reaching the Franco- 
Spanish frontier said government 
soldiers answered rebel warship 
shells thrown against Irun and 
San Sebastian with swift death for 
hostages before firing squads. 

Bombardment of the Bay of 
Biscay region lasted about two 
and one-half hours. Paused for a 
while, and then was resumed. 

The rebel battleship Espana 
rode in the Bay of Biscay with 
guns trained on Fort Guadalupe 
near the two towns. Then the 
first shell whined from a 12-inch 
gun. 

1200 Hostages 

Sharp cracks from executioners’ 
rifles were heard in the besieged 
cities. Frontier advices said rebel 
prisoners were being executed in 
retaliation for the shelling. 

About 1200 hostages were held 
in Irun and 700 at San Sebastian. 
The number of deaths was not 
known. 

In Madrid the government con¬ 
fiscated millions of dollars in cur¬ 
rency, gold and jewels from 
enurches as Communists cried for 
a “baby Russia." 

Aviation Grounded 

An uncensored dispatch from 
Madrid told of government wor¬ 
ries over pressure for more brutal 
and violent action against the 
rebels. 

Aviators, it was said, were 
grounded for the most part be¬ 
cause authorities feared they 
might go over to the rebel side. 
Only one or two planes are sent up 
at one time.

The latest crime. Police Chief 
Arthur Grady said, was perpe¬ 
trated by a “sex-mad maniac" who 
crept through an unlocked door 
and clubbed to death Dorothy 
Drain, 15. and beat her sister, Bar¬ 
bara. 12 into insensibility yes¬ 
terday. 

Grady said the girls were blud¬ 
geoned about the head with a 
blunt hatchet. Mr. and Mrs. Riley 
Drain, the girls* parents, returned 
home at 3 a. m. from a dance and 
found the victims lying on a blood- 
smeared bed. 

Dorothy apparently was killed 
almost instantly. Barbara was 
unconscious. 

Grady pointed out that an at¬ 
tack similar in many respects was 
made here on two women as they 
slept. 

The killer, whom Grady de¬ 
scribed as a maniac, entered a 
house through an unlocked door 
Aug. 2 and beat to death Mrs. 
C. H. (Sally) Crumpley, 72, Osa- 
wattmie, Kan., an< fractured the 
skull of her niece, Mrs. Lilly Me- 
Murtree, 47.

Orange county Japanese vege¬ 
table growers have until Aug. 25 
to answer to Mexican laborers’ 
wage demands. Otherwise a 
strike will be called for Sept. 1. 

This was the decision reached 
Saturday at a conference of Mex¬ 
ican leaders, who demand 30 cents 
and hour for vegetable workers. 
The growers, the Mexicans ruled, 
must reply by a week from tomor¬ 
row or prepare to meet a strike 
similar to the orange pickers’ 
strike of last month. 

William Velarde, secretary of 
the Mexican Agricultural Work¬ 
ers’ Union, was banned from 
Saturday’s meeting, Consul’s Rep¬ 
resentative Lucas Lucio said to- 
day. 

“He will not take any further 
part in these negotiations,” Lucio 
said. “He has left the county and 
we do not intend to have him take 
part in this strike.” 

Velarde, who came into the 
county during the orange pickers’ 
strike, blocked acceptance of a 
wage pact for two weeks, while 
continuing demands for recogni¬ 
tion of his union. He finally lost. 


CHICAGO, (/P) Thn c Negroes 
two women and a youth, were ar¬ 
rested today for questioning in 
connection with the killing of Mrs 
Mary Louise Trammell, who was 
found beaten to death in a hotel 
room on the near south side yes¬ 
terday.

Balanced For First 
Time Since I 929 


TOWNSEND RESTING 
IN HOTEL ROOM 

CHICAGO, UP )—National head¬ 
quarters of the Townsend recovery 
plan said today that Dr. Francis 
E. Townsend, founder of the plan, 
was reating in his hotel suite on 
orders of a physician and probably 
would not be able to go to Cleve¬ 
land for a deposition hearing until 
Thursday. 

A spokesman said Dr. J. L. 
Earle, house physician for the ho¬ 
tel where Dr. Townsend resides 
while in Chicago, ordered the el¬ 
derly pension plan leader to rest a 
"few days” because of the "ex¬ 
treme heat, over exertion and fa¬ 
tigue," but added that it was 
"nothing serious.” 


WASHINGTON. <A>i—Commerce 
department officials today fore¬ 
cast a 1936 national income close 
to $60,000,009,000, balancing busi¬ 
ness outlay for the first time since 
1929. 

The department’s estimates, 
contingent upon a maintenance of 
present trends, were based upon 
readings of various business bar¬ 
ometers for the first seven months 
of the year as compared with 
similar figures for 1935. 

After dropping steadily from 
the $81,034,000,000 peak produced 
in 1929, the national income hit a 
low of $39,545,000,000 in 1932. 
Since then it has pointed upward. 
Last year's income was reported 
$52,959,000,000. 

Officials said they expected 
that income produced and income 
paid out would approximately 
balance. Since 1929, income paid 
out has exceeded income produced. 
This excess was only $628,000,000 
last year compared with $8,817,- 
000,000 figure for 1932. 

When income paid out exceeds 
income produced it means, in ef¬ 
fect, that industry and business 
are operating "in the red" to the 
extent of the excess. Similarly, 
when income produced tops that 
paid out, the excess is regarded as 
savings. 


CLEVELAND. UP) — The Rev. 
Charles E. Coughlin, feeling much 
better after a night of rest, left 
by train today for his home In 
Detroit. The priest’s address to 
his national union for social jus¬ 
tice was halted yesterday, when 
he was overcome by illness during 
a denunciation of the Roosevelt 
administration. 

A policeman on guard outside 
his hotel room, Father Coughlin 
slept comfortably after he was 
stricken by what Dr. George P. 
O'Malley, Cleveland physician, de¬ 
scribed as exhaustion and a ner¬ 
vous disorder superinduced by the 
intense work of planning and 
carrying out the first convention 
of his national union for social 
justice.

The 
women leaped on Liner and beat 
him with their fists. 

Attracted by the disturbance, a 
score of men from near-by parlors 
and cafes on West Adams boule¬ 
vard near Hauser pummeled Liner 
when they learned of his pur¬ 
ported conduct and threatened to 
kill him.

$300,000 Issue at 
Polls Tomorrow 


HUNTINGTON BEACH — Ac- 
tion which is expected to fire the I 
opening gun in a state-wide cam¬ 
paign to promote slant drilling 
legislation, which will come before 
voters in November, is expected to ' 
be taken at a special meeting of 
the chamber of commerce direc¬ 
tors here tonight. 

The directors are expected to j 
take action favoring the issue to- I 
night, following hearty approval 
given the same subject by the city 
council at a special session here 
recently. The council’s action fol¬ 
lowed a recommendation from the 
chamber’s legislative committee, 
which includes City Attorney Ray 
Overackcr, Sam R. Bowen, former 
mayor and prominent oil tool 
manufacturer, and Walter S. Dab- ; 
ney, oil man. 

Importance of the chamber’s ac¬ 
tion tonight was pointed out here 
today when it was announced that 
whatever decision is reached will 
be placed before the joint meeting 
of the Coast association and the 
associated chambers of commerce 
at Laguna tomorrow vening. 

The legislation which will face I 
voters in November would allow 
slant drilling from lands adjacent 
to tidelands, with the state receiv¬ 
ing up to 14 2-3 per cent in royal¬ 
ties.

Included in the plan for a new , 
system as prepared by City Engi¬ 
neer R. L. Patterson, is a main 
serving the Corona Del Mar and 
Balboa Island districts. Residents 
arc pointing out, in letters to 
voters, that the main advantage of 
the new system will be elimina¬ 
tion of the present plan of dump¬ 
ing the sewage in the bay waters. 

Bay Quarantined 

Last year portions of the bay 
were quarantined because of sew¬ 
age, and only strictest care by the 
city, operating under an agree- 
ment with the county health au¬ 
thorities that certain precautions 
be taken, have kept the waters of 
the port open to vacationers this 
year, it was reported. 

Members of the citizens' com¬ 
mittee, headed by Capt. William 
J. Brown, have pointed out that if 
federal aid is not obtained and the 
city bears the entire cost, the tax 
rate will he 26.6 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. That would 
call for a tax of $2.66 on a $1000 
home, it was pointed out. How¬ 
ever, if federal aid is obtained, the 
tax would be reduced to $1.47 on 
the same property, members ex¬ 
plained.

Various articles were found 
which were employed as pendants 
among which were pieces of drilled 
ahalone shell; a polished, carved 
hear claw; a very old crucifix and 
a Spanish coin, date of 1767. 

History, handed down by old 
settlers in the Cambria region, rec¬ 
ords that an inland tribe, likely 
the Yokuts, massacred this tribe 
about 1781. Few were left alive 
These were primitive people, con¬ 
suming most of their food raw and 
in later years did not even know 
their tribal name.

Green Valley Murbarger found 
where a gopher had brought to the 
surface a few small Indian beads. 
With the help of a son of Ioppini, 
he commenced excavating and in 
a week’s time removed 53 skele¬ 
tons from an area 16 by 20 feet 
square These were of both sexes 
and all ages More than half the 
skulls had been crushed by some 
blunt instrument, such as a war- 
club or stone hammer. The skele¬ 
tons were packed in the small area 
like sardines in a can, none of 
them being more than 20 inches 
below the surface. All heads laid 
toward the south. 

Buried with the Indians were 
various relics, the linger of which 
were all broken or “killed,” ac¬ 
cording to custom. Most of the 
artifacts recovered intact were va¬

The fact that criticism has been 
directed at.

Those growers who have char¬ 
acterized the actions of the sher¬ 
iff in some instances as lacking 
vigor perhaps forget that the 
sheriff is presumed to represent 
the law, not to typify lawlessness. 
It is an easy matter for a peace 
officer to overstep his powers, but 
it is not so easy to undo the ac¬ 
tions resulting from such exceed¬ 
ing of authority. It is natural for 
law-breakers to resent interfer¬ 
ence with their law-breaking and 
the cry of “persecution” is always 
heard when violence is frustrated 
or punished. 

Our own judgment is that Sher¬ 
iff Jackson has handled a difficult 
task very creditably. Those who 
criticize him should pause a mo¬ 
ment and consider exactly what 
other course they would have 
pursued.

Fullerton Might Have Been Named 
‘Amerige,’ After Founders 


(Men are remembered after their death for their unselfish 
service to their fellow men. Robert Gardner of Orange has writ¬ 
ten a series of articles about pioneers of this section, which The 
Journal is publishing in order to preserve the memory and deeds 
of outstanding characters. Today’s sketch tells about the Amerige 
brothers.—Editor)

The north end of the countv. es¬ 
pecially Fullerton, owes a great 
deal to the Amerige brothers. They 
started the town of Fullerton in 
1887. 

The first important building in 
Fullerton was built by them They 
used it as an office at first, and 
then as a business building. 

When the Amerige brothers first 
came to Fullerton they bought 500 
acres of land. They had informa¬ 
tion that the Santa Fe railroad 
was coming through that section 
of the country. The Amerige 
brothers managed to have the rail¬ 
road come through the town. This 
increased the value of their hold¬ 
ings. and of all the. surrounding 
territory. 

The Fullerton Land and Trust 
company was organized by the 
Amerige brothers and their asso¬ 
ciates, the Wilshire brothers. 

To the Amerige brothers, who 
served the city of Fullerton well, 
the people of Fullerton can look 
with pride. There has been a 
gradual growth in population and 
wealth, for the Amerige brothers 
saw the possibilities in the rich 
soil and the mild climate. To them
